U.S. Patent Application Serial No.: 09/901,438 has a patent term adjustment 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 54(b) of 829 days as indicated by the PAIR PTA adjustment history, 
herein attached as Appendix A. U.S. Patent Application 09/901 ,438 is not subject to a 
terminal disclaimer. For the reasons stated herein, reconsideration of this patent term 
adjustment is respectfully requested. 

Period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(a)(1) 

The PTO calculation of the period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 
1.703(a)(1) indicates, as shown by the PAIR PTA adjustment history, an adjustment of 
753 days (14 months after the filing of the application on July 9, 2001 to the mailing of 
the first Office Action on October 1 , 2004).
